No. 12/E. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 10 of the Govern- 
ment Premises (Eviction) Act, 1950 (XXVII of 1950), the Central Government 
is pleased to make the following rules, namely : — 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Government Premises 
(Eviction) Rules, 1950. 

2. Definitions. — In these rules, — 

(a) “Act” means the Government Premises (Eviction) Act, 1950 

(XXVI 1 of 1950); 

(b) “form” means a form appended to these rules. 

3. Form and manner of service of notice. — (1) A notice issued under section 

8 of the Act shall be in Form A and a notice issued under section’ 4 of the 
Act shall be in Form B. ___ 

(2) Every such notice shall be served by post or by delivering a copy of it 
to the person concerned or to an adult member of his family residing with 
him in the same premises or. if there is no such person, by a copy of the 
notice being affixed on some conspicuous part of the Government premises in 
unauthorised occupation. 

4. Possession not to be taken after sunset or sunrise. — No such Government 
premises shall for the purpose of taking possession thereof be entered into after 
sunset or before sunrise. 

5. Assessment of damages. — (1) The damages under section 4 of the Act 
shall be assessed after the person from whom such damages are to be recovered 
is given a reasonable opportunity of being heard in the matter. 

(2) In assessing such damages the competent authority shall take into con- 
sideration the following matters, namely; — 

(a) the purpose and the period for which the Government premises were 

in unauthorised occupation; 

(b) the nature and the quality of the accommodation available in such 

premises ; 

(c) the rent that would have been realised if the premises had been let 

on rent for the period of unauthorised occupation; 

(d) any injury done to the premises during the period of unauthorised 

occupation ;

(e) any other matter which, in the opinion of the competent authority, 
is relevant for the purpose of assessing the damages. 

8. Manner and procedure to be followed in appeals — (1) An appeal under 
section 5 of the Act shall bo addressed to the Hecretary to the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Defence. 

(2) Every such appeal shall contain the grounds of appeal and shall be- 
accompanied by a copy of the ouler against which Ihe appeal is preferred.
